Neighbors, skep- 
tical of the story, had no way of 
disproving it, for they had known 
little of Rosenberger.

yielded Rosenberger's body and a 
coroner's jury 
recommended that 
Sparr be held. Wednesday, after 
a. fortnight of staunch disavowal of 
implication' in Rose'nberger's death, 
Sparr surprised the court and the 
countryside by entering a guilty 
plea when he was arraigned on a 
murder indictment returned by the 
Fayette grand, jury.

• He killed the recluse, he said, on 
June 30, with an automobile jack 
while the- two repaired a . tire on 
the bank of the'river. They were

Rosenberger had hoped to. find a

State Accountant ' Sommer relative 
to deficits In state finance I con- 
sider the most "dastardly document 
that I ever recall, seeing issued by. 
any one holding an important posi- 


cislon of the supreme court. 
The republican state auditor Mr. 


Marsh was in office when I became 
governor and he is • bookkeeper for 
the state!"republican State Treasur- 
er J'Mr. Robinson1 came into office 
when I did and he is custodian of 
the state's cash. The governor is 
not permitted to keep the books or 
to handle the cash. Both .the state 
auditor and state treasrer are mem-- 
bers of the state board of equaliza- 
tion of which the governor is chair- 
man; they-together with the secre- 
tary of state and state tax com- 
missioner make up the board. Uhe 
tax levy therefore for both years 
when I was governor was made up 
from figures submitted by the re- 
publican state auditor and republi- 
can state treasurer. They helped to 
make up the tax levy to cover the 
appropriations and all demands up- 
on the state during,my, term and 
all valuations and tax levies by my 
administration-were approved and 
voted for unanimously by the board, 
including the republican auditor and 


tion. 
"If no one read the Sommer po- 


litical bunk- besi'des the state offi- 
cers, members of the legislature arid 
careful readers of state affairs, no 
comment from me would be neces- 
saryi • l5ut as some casual readers 
may have been misled I will en- 
deavor .to '•- show what credence 
should be placed hi the Sommer 
document. 
"When I was Installed as governor 


in 1J23 Mr. Sommer was forced onto 
me by the former administration, 
thus preventing me ^from having a 
stale accountant that would enable 
me to ascertain -lirectly . what the 
condition of the state finances was. 
The law provides that the state ac- 
countant shall be appointed by .the 
state auditor, with the approval of 
the -overnor, and the state account- 
ant shall examine all departments 
of the state government and report 
their condition from time to time to 
the governor. The day before I,was 
sworn in as governor, Mr. Marsh, 
state auditor, reappointed Mr. Som- 
,mer as .state accountant and the re- 
tiring, governor Mr. McKelvie vio- 
lated .the/spirit and intent'of the 
law by approving the appointment, 
which deprived me of my statutory 
right to pass upon the fitness of the 
state accountant. 
Gave Notice of Deficit. 


Shortly after becoming governor 


I found out by asking the state en- 
gineer how niuch the road depart - 
' rnent owed and inquiring of the 


head of the finance department 
(both .McKelvie appointees) how 
much funds • were ; o.n hand , or in 
sight to pay road claims, and sub- 
tracting one from the other T found 
that there was a large deficit in the 
state road department. I immediate- 
ly gave formal notice to the legis- 
lature of the deficit. The'legislature, 
by resolution asked for a more spe- 
cific statement -of the state's fi- 
nances and I prepared the same and 
submitted It to -the legislature. The 
• legislature then appointed ,a joint 
committee to Investigate my state- 
ment and the state's finances and 
report back to the house. This was 
where the state accontant, who was 
forced'onto me, came Into action to 
!cover up the McKelvie road deficit. 
The legislative committee, with the 
aid of the state accountant, made a 
voluminous report of state finances 
-the Intent of which was to prove 
that there' was no deficit in the road 
department or any other department 
of ihe- state government and that I 


•• had reflected on the credit of the 
state, and the chairman of the legis- 
lative committee suggested in his 
report that I ought to be Impeached 
lor 'inferring that the. state's credit 
had been reflected on by claiming 
that there was a deficit In order 
to show that there was no deficit 
and to show that there.was-a splen- 
did cash balance for all departments 
of the state government and that 
there would be .a cash.balance after 
all claims against the state had 
been j>ald that were contracted un- 
der the McKelvie administration, 
the ingenious state accountant inT 
eluded .for the first time in the 
state's assets all of the delinquent 
taxes that was owing the state for 
the past 21 year's. By adding togeth- 
er all of th.ese delinquent taxes, 
whicti grow larger instead of small- 
er from year to year, and which 
everybody of intelligence knows will 
not be paid or at least reduced In 
amount, he. made it appear that 
there was no McKelvie deficit, and 
in fact successfully showed by his 
figures that, there would be a good 
working balance after paying all 
claims against the state. The legis- 
lature accepted his report and made 
it their report and approved the 
report in both branches of the leg- 
islature. This nearly two million 
dollars of "I. O. XJ's" was placed in 
the state's cash to prove that there 
was no McKelvi.e deficit, and now 
the agile state accountant, goes 
back'.to my administration and lifts 
out the. delinquent "I. O. U's" and 
calls it a deficit again and/ states 
'that, it commenced-under me'. 
Although the state accountant and 


the legislature thought -that 'they 


• • had fooled the public as to the'Me-' 
Kelvie deficit at the beginning of 
my administration, they could not 
fool the'supreme court. 'If the re-r 
port of the state accountant and'the 
legislature was true, then the action 
of the supreme court in declaring 
that there was a deficit in the road 
fund under the McKelvie adminis- 
tration and fixing the. amount and 
stating that It could be paid only 
. by a deficiency appropriation ;by

TOBACCO AS A PROPHYLAT1C. ' 


If an id^a which prcval, 
through practically .all 


Christiandom 260 years ago-hn-1 been founded on'facts 
the' entire world would today be a far more healthful 
•place in which to live, than It really it. Prior to the 


" great plague in Europe in 1665, tobacco had been ac- 


credited with great medicinal virtues and thereafter 
historians recorded ttu i" no tobacconist's shop had 
been visited by the, plague. 
It was regarded as a. 


valued prophylactic and doctors and nurses alike 
smoked freely to prevent infection. 
• 


During- the closing days -f the seventeenth cen- 


tury smoking was all but universal among both sexes 
old and young, and of all classes. The teaching of 
smoking, it. is related, was a part of the curriculum 
in the schools and each morning children carried with 
them to the places of instruction pipes which 'had 
been fill erf.'.forMhem by their mothers. 
During th'e 


day a certain.time was .set aside for instruction in 
their use and tho^e who were backward in. this 'les- 
son were frequently severely-punished. 


Which facts are recalled by the announcement 


that the United States last yc 'consumed ri - mil- 
lions, but billions of cigarets, the e.xacif figure being 
75;925,964,791—arid -no mention of the weed is to b'e 
jfound'in^the curriculum or catalogue ,of-arij»-school 
in the country.
